To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee. 

Gentlemen, 

This  report  deals  with  the  work  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  during  1946. 

The  death  rate,  the  tuberculosis  death  rate  and  the 
maternal  mortality  rate  show  a  slight  increase  in  last  year’s 
rates  (13*8,  0'36  and  1*5  respectively).  On  the  other  hand, 
the  birth  rate  rose  considerably  (20*2),  and  the  infant  mor¬ 
tality  and  still-birth  rates  both  dropped  (46  and  36). 

There  were  no  deaths  from  notifiable  infectious  diseases. 
There  were  only  five  cases  of  measles  during  the  year,  and 
dysentery  dropped  to  the  low  level  of  38  cases  (151  the  pre¬ 
vious  year).  Diphtheria  showed  a  slight  increase  (15  as 
against  13) ;  whooping  cough  was  more  frequent  and,  as  usual, 
scattered  throughout  the  year. 

The  various  Clinics  continued  to  be  well  used.  The 
Home  Help  scheme,  although  making  somewhat  slow  pro¬ 
gress,  showed  signs  of  improvement  towards  the  latter  end  of 
the  year — there  were  22  cases  attended,  as  against  11  the 
previous  year.  The  Council’s  arrangements  for  visiting  the 
aged  in  Council  bungalows  continued  as  before.  So  far  as  is 
known,  this  service  is  unique  in  the  country,  and  is  much 
appreciated  by  the  old  people. 

Ante-natal  Classes  for  relaxation  exercises  were  begun  at 
Somerset  House  Clinic  in  1945.  They  have  proved  a  very 
great  success,  and  are  being  attended  by  increasing  numbers. 
At  the  moment  they  are  held  for  patients  expecting  their  first 
baby,  but  it  is  hoped  to  extend  them  to  include  patients  who 
have  had  one  or  more  babies.  Patients  include  both  those  who

have  booked  their  confinement  in  the  Shipley  and  Bingley 
Joint  Maternity  Home,  and  those  being  confined  in  their  own 
homes. 

The  Library  at  Somerset  House  has  proved  very  popular. 
The  take-up  of  vitamin  products  in  Shipley  compares  very 
favourably  with  that  of  other  areas  in  the  North  East. 

A  Housing  Exhibition  was  held  in  Shipley  in  October. 
It  was  organized  jointly  by  the  Housing  Department  and  the 
Public  Health  Department.  Mr.  A.  Creech  Jones  (M.P.  for 
Shipley  and  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies),  opened  the 
Exhibition,  and  it  was  estimated  that  altogether  5,000  people 
visited  the  various  sections.  By  courtesy  of  different  firms,  a 
pre-fabricated  house  was  furnished  completely  and  thrown 
open  for  inspection  by  the  public;  it  is  estimated  that  10,000 
people  visited  the  house. 

The  report  on  Sanitation  has  been  prepared  by  Mr.  W. 
Farndale,  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector. 

This  report  has  been  prepared  during  a  period  following 
the  departure  of  Dr.  E.  D.  Irvine,  the  former  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  for  Shipley,  and  prior  to  the  taking  up  of  his 
appointment  on  1st  October,  1947,  by  Dr.  J.  Battersby, 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  Shipley  Urban  District  Council 
and  Divisional  Medical  Officer  for  the  West  Riding  County 
Council. 

I  am  sincerely  grateful  to  the  Chairmen  in  1946  (Coun¬ 
cillors  T.  J.  Gray  and  J.  Lancaster)  for  their  helpful  support 
and  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department.  I 
would  wish  also  to  thank  the  Committee  for  the  help  they  have 
given  to  me  during  rather  a  difficult  period.  I  wish  also  to 
record  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  for  their  loyal  help  during  the  same  period.

The  Manager  of  the  Shipley  Employment  Exchange  informs 
me  that  apart  from  unemployable  labour,  there  were  practically 
no  unemployed  in  Shipley  in  1946,  and  also  that  there  was  very 
little  transference  of  labour  into  or  from  the  district ;  the  demand 
for  women  operatives  in  the  textile  trade  far  exceeds  the  supply. 
Friendly  relations  exist  between  the  Public  Health  Department 
and  the  Welfare  Department  of  the  textile  firms  in  the  town,  and 
it  is  expected  that  if  transference  of  labour  into  the  district  should 
occur  in  any  numbers  that  collaboration  will  be  close  and  effective, 
as  undoubtedly  such  movements  do  bring  public  health  problems. 


General  Provision  of  Health  Services 

of  the  Area 

Hospital  Services,  Nursing  in  the  Home  and  Laboratory 
facilities  remain  as  described  in  1945.  The  Civil  Ambulances  have 
been  maintained  by  the  Council,  the  ambulances  being  now  housed 
in  the  Town  Hall  Garage.  761  cases  were  removed  by  the  Civil 
Ambulance  in  1946,  including  59  street  accident  cases,  12  works 
accident  cases,  247  urgent  removals  for  sickness,  416  arranged 
removals,  and  26  cases  on  behalf  of  neighbouring  authorities 
(Denholme  is  now  catered  for  by  Shipley).  Neighbouring  authori¬ 
ties  removed  1  case  on  behalf  of  Shipley.  The  Council  arrangement 
with  the  taxi  proprietors  whereby  one  taxi  is  reserved  every  night 
for  urgent  calls,  including  maternity  patients  entering  the  Home,  or 
midwives’  visits,  etc.,  has  worked  almost  without  exception  satis¬ 
factorily,  and  has  obviated  the  use  of  the  Ambulances  as  a  taxi 
service  for  normal  maternity  cases.

emergency  unbooked  cases;  17  mothers  were  admitted  for  ante¬ 
natal  care.

13%  of  the  babies  were  not 
entirely  breast-fed  in  the  Home.  Medical  aid  was  sought  in  79 
cases,  8  of  them  babies.  36  living  babies  were  born  weighing  5i 
lbs.  or  less,  i.e.,  8%  of  the  deliveries  (a  sharp  decrease  on  last  year’s 
figure). 

Routine  Wasserman,  etc.,  examination  was  made  in  respect  of 
609  mothers,  and  routine  Rhesus  factor  examination  was  made  in 
respect  of  225  mothers. 

Ante-natal  Clinics 

335  new  patients  were  examined  by  Dr.  Buckle,  and  there 
were  307  subsequent  attendances,  while  at  the  midwives’  own 
sessions  508  first  visits  were  made  and  2,345  subsequent  attend¬ 
ances. 

Transferences 

One  mother  was  transferred  to  St.  Luke’s  Hospital,  and  four 
babies  were  removed  to  the  Children’s  Hospital,  Bradford,  for 
various  conditions. 
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Consultant  Services 

The  Consultant  Obstetrician,  Mr.  W.  F.  Rawson,  visited  the 
Home  weekly,  examined  10  patients  specially  referred  ante-natally 
in  the  Home ;  he  performed  3  caesarian  sections  and  1  other 
obstetric  manipulation. 

Mr.  Rawson  resigned  on  the  31st  March,  1946. 

Mr.  E.  Gledhill  was  appointed  Consultant  Obstetrician  on  the 
1st  April,  1946.  He  visited  the  Home  weekly,  examined  42 
patients  special^  referred  ante-natally ;  he  performed  2  caesarian 
sections  and  1  other  obstetric  manipulation. 

Mr.  R.  L.  Langley,  Consultant  Paediatrician  to  the  Home, 
visited  the  Home  7  times  and  saw  7  babies  during  the  year.  Any 
private  practitioner  in  attendance  can  call  the  paediatrician  in  to 
any  infant  when  he  desires  a  consultant  opinion,  without  cost  to  the 
patient.  This  continues  to  be  a  provision  of  great  value,  and  I 
hope  it  will  be  increasingly  utilized. 


Staphylococcal  Infections 

A  few  cases  of  mild  staphylococcal  infection  of  the  babies’ 
skin  occurred  during  the  year.  Usually  the  lesions  were  minute 
denudations  of  skin  —  not  having  any  apparent  ill  effect  on  the 
baby’s  general  health  —  sometimes  they  occurred  after  discharge 
from  the  Home.  Penicillin  cream  is  now  available  for  treatment. 
No  classical  case  of  Pemphigus  Neonatorum  occurred.  The  babies’ 
cots  and  blankets  are  now  disinfected  after  each  child  goes  home. 


Gas  and  Air  Analgesia 

Gas  and  air  analgesia,  introduced  into  the  Maternity  Home 
in  1943,  has  proved  generally  popular  and  successful.  Two 
apparatus  are  available. 

286  women  of  435  delivered  received  this  form  of  analgesia, 
i.e.t  65 ‘7  %  of  all  deliveries.  It  has  been  found  that  a  great  deal  of 
the  success  or  failure  depends  on  (l)  the  attitude  of  the  patient, 
and  (2)  the  skill  of  the  administrator.  Generally  speaking,  it  is 
popular  with  the  patients,  the  midwives,  and  the  doctors ;  many 
mothers  ask  about  it  at  the  ante-natal  clinics. 

In  December,  1944,  the  Central  Midwives  Board  approved 
arrangements  whereby  the  Home  was  associated  with  the  Leeds 
Maternity  Hospital,  so  that  the  practical  side  of  the  training  could 
be  given  in  the  Home. 
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Domiciliary  Confinements

There  were  9  abortions  (included  hospitalized  cases),  and 
7  still  births.  Medical  aids  were  issued  in  respect  of  61  mothers 
and  18  infants. 


Relief  Midwife 

The  County  Council  made  arrangements  for  the  services  of  a 
relief  midwife  to  serve  Shipley  and  Bingley  and  to  ensure  more 
satisfactory  off  duty  for  the  midwives.  This  proved  most  helpful. 

Midwives’  Ante-natal  Sessions 

The  Domiciliary  midwives  continue  to  conduct  weekly  ante¬ 
natal  sessions :  as  a  rule,  two  of  the  three  midwives  attend  each 
week.  Up  to  ten  mothers  attend  for  each  midwife.  This  arrange¬ 
ment  has  been  found  very  satisfactory  from  every  point  of  view. 


Ante-natal  Relaxation  Lxercise  Classes 

The  question  of  the  importance  of  correct  relaxation  during 
childbirth  has  come  increasingly  to  the  fore  during  the  past  few 
years.  A  class  was  started  (under  the  care  of  Miss  Nancy  Hickson, 
our  remedial  gymnast),  at  Somerset  House  Clinic,  primarily  for 
patients  expecting  their  first  babies. 

It  began  rather  slowly,  as  the  idea  of  doing  “  exercises  ” 
during  the  ante-natal  period  was  rather  startling  to  the  majority 
of  patients.  However,  it  is  now  obvious  that  the  patients  are- 
realizing  the  value  of  the  classes,  and  it  is  being  attended  by 
increasing  numbers  of  women. 

During  1946,  86  women  made  294  attendances.  Of  these,  83 
were  expecting  their  first  baby,  and  three  had  had  one  or  more 
babies  before. 
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Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers 

Approximately  92  %  of  the  expectant  mothers  attended  the 
medical  ante-natal  clinics.  The  attendances  of  ante-natal  patients 
at  the  clinics  are  detailed  in  the  table  below.

Abortions  and  Complicated  Maternity  Cases

Home  Helps 

The  services  of  Home  Helps  were  employed  by  the  Council 
for  22  cases.  A  rota  of  two  Home  Helps  was  maintained, 
payment  being  made  when  the  Help  was  employed  at  the  rate  of 
Is.  6d.  per  hour. 


Dental  Treatment  and  Dentures 

In  1946,  there  were  97  first  and  33  subsequent  attendances  by 
mothers  for  dental  treatment.  Five  mothers  were  fitted  with 
dentures  at  cost  or  part  cost.

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The  number  of  infants  under  1  year  of  age  attending  equalled 
74  %  of  the  number  of  live  births  during  the  year. 

The  attendances  at  the  Wrose  Clinic  have  been  well  main¬ 
tained,  and  it  is  more  than  ever  clear  that  the  new  Joint  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  and  School  Medical  Clinic  for  Wrose,  the  plans 
for  which  had  been  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  1939,  is 
essential.  The  School  premises  are  still  being  used  for  the  Clinic, 
but  at  the  moment  of  writing  progress  is  being  made  for  the 
provision  of  a  pre-fabricated  type  of  building  for  the  combined 
services. 

Fresh  milk,  dried  milk,  cod  liver  oil,  iron,  calcium  and 
vitamin  preparations  were  supplied  in  1946  as  in  previous  years. 

The  Food  Executive  Officer  (Mr.  R.  B.  Trippett)  informs  me 
that  under  the  National  Milk  Scheme  at  the  end  of  the  year  in 
Shipley  2,518  persons  were  receiving  milk  at  2d.  per  pint  and  19 
were  receiving  it  free.

Mr.  Trippett  tells  me  that  he  is  satisfied  the  take-up  compares 
very  favourably  with  any  other  district  in  the  N.  E.  Division  of  the 
Ministry  of  Food,  and  this  reflects  the  efforts  made  locally  at  the 
Food  Office  and  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics. 

Vitamin  preparations  are  issued  at  the  Clinics  —  Vitamin 
A.  &  D.,  Vitamin  Bl.,  Vitamin  C.,  Vitamin  E.,  and  tablets  I.C.D. 
(Iron  and  Vitamin  D.),  and  various  cod  liver  oil  preparations  are 
also  issued. 


Artificial  Sunlight 

65  infants  and  young  children  and  3  mothers  attended  the 
ultra-violet  light  clinic  for  various  reasons,  including  41  cases  of 
rickets  (mainly  bow  legs,  knock  knees,  etc.),  9  of  chest  disorders, 
and  15  of  vague  conditions,  such  as  debility,  failure  to  gain  weight. 
57  (including  40  of  rickets)  were  regarded  as  cured  or  much 
improved  when  discharged  from  treatment.  8  cases  remained 
under  treatment  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
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Minor  Ailments 

149  infants  and  pre  -  school  children  attended  at  the  minor 
ailments  clinic  for  various  conditions,  including  scabies  (3), 
impetigo  (23),  other  skin  conditions  (62),  external  eye  conditions 
(8),  otorrhoea  (32). 

Hospital  Treatment 

42  children  were  referred  to  various  hospitals  for  treatment. 


Premature  Babies 

It  is  not  practicable  in  Shipley  to  provide  a  specially  prepared 
room  for  premature  babies,  even  at  the  Maternity  Home. 

The  Council .  have  provided  a  portable  cat  specially  fitted 
for  use  by  premature  babies  cared  for  at  home ;  it  is  available 
free  through  midwives.  The  Council’s  Consultant  Paediatrician 
(Dr.  R.  L.  Langley)  advises  on  the  care  and  treatment  of  premature 
and  weakly  infants  in  the  district.  He  also  consults  in  similar 
cases  at  the  Shipley  and  Bingley  Home.  Dr.  Langley  visited  the 
Home  on  eight  occasions  in  1946. 

Notifications  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  premature 
babies  (weighing  less  than  5|  lbs.  at  birth)  are  made  on  the  usual 
birth  notification  card. 

Of  the  625  babies  born  alive  in  1946,  30  (or  5  %)  weighed 
5 1  lbs.  or  less.  Of  these  30,  10  (33  %)  died  before  the  end  of  the 
year ;  of  those  who  died,  4  lived  more  than  a  week,  and  1  more 
than  a  month  ;  this  last  one  weighed  3  lbs.  8  ozs.  at  birth,  and  died 
of  congenital  heart  disease.  No  baby  of  less  than  4  lbs.  weight  at 
birth  survived.  Of  the  20  who  survived,  15  were  5  lbs.  and  over 
at  birth,  5  were  4  lbs.  and  over.  All  the  survivors  had  lived  more 
than  a  month  at  the  end  of  the  year.  One  set  of  twins  is  included 
in  the  series,  and  both  children  died.

Registered  Guardians

War  Day  Nurseries 

The  Council  have  continued  to  administer  three  Day  Nurseries 
under  their  Welfare  powers,  the  intention  being  to  keep  Manor  Lane 
Nursery  as  a  permanent  nursery  and  training  school,  Victoria  Park 
and  Windhill  to  be  kept  open  for  the  present  with  a  review  of  the 
situation  in  1947.  During  1946  all  nurseries  were  well  used  by  the 
public.

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Public  Water  Supply 

Mr.  Dawson,  the  Council’s  Surveyor,  has  kindly  supplied  me 
with  many  of  the  particulars  set  out  below.  Your  Surveyor  and 
your  Medical  Officer  collaborate  completely  in  relation  to  the  purity 
of  the  supply  and  I  gladly  acknowledge  Mr.  Dawson’s  help  to  me 
in  this  and  other  ways. 

The  public  water  supply  has  been  satisfactory  throughout  the 

year. 

Supply 

The  water  is  an  upland  surface  water  collected  from  Rombald’s 
Moor  and  is  supplemented  by  up  to  500,000  gallons  a  day  (already 
treated)  from  Bradford  Corporation  supply  delivered  into  Shipley 
mains,  on  both  high  and  low  levels. 


Purification 

Chlorine  and  ammonia  were  ordinarily  added  throughout  the 
year  in  the  high  level  at  the  rate  of  1  part  per  million  and  *3  part 
per  million  and  in  the  low  level  at  an  average  of  •  8  part  per  million 
and  2  •  3  part  per  million  respectively :  while  lime  was  added  at  the 
rate  of  2i  grains  per  gallon  to  remedy  plumbo-solvent  tendencies  in 
this  upland  water. 


Consumption 

The  average  daily  consumption  in  1946  was  1,309,646  gallons 
of  which  202,000  gallons  were  used  for  industrial  purposes. 

All  houses,  except  seven  where  there  were  private  supplies, 
were  supplied  direct  from  the  mains,  i.e.,  99*9%  had  a  piped  supply. 
It  was  not  necessary  to  cut  off  the  water  at  any  time  during  the 
year  and  the  supply  was  constant  and  sufficient. 

No  houses  were  supplied  by  stand  pipes. 


Bacteriological  and  Chemical  Examination 

Samples  were  taken  monthly  as  routine  (and  oftener  as  needed) 
from  four  points  in  the  town  (corresponding  with  the  supply)  and 
from  various  points  on  the  “  collection  ”  or  storage  side  of  the 
undertaking.  In  addition  to  8  samples  taken  in  connection  with 
plumbo  solvency,  98  samples  were  examined  by  the  County 
Laboratory  during  1946,  and  the  results  are  tabulated  below:

CHEMICAL  EXAMINATIONS

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Reservoir  Works 

Reservoir  Safety  Provision  works  were  commenced  at  Grain* 
cliffe  Reservoir  in  1939  and  are  now  complete. 

The  Council  had,  prior  to  the  war,  secured  approval  from  the 
Ministry  of  Health  to  the  construction  of  mechanical  pressure 
filters  at  the  Baildon  Bank  Reservoirs,  but  this  scheme  was  held  up 
on  account  of  the  war.  The  Council  have  now  decided  to  construct 
a  set  of  filters  at  Eldwick  which  will  filter  both  the  water  for  the 
high  level  and  the  low  level  supplies.  Embodied  in  this  scheme 
will  be  the  covering  in  of  the  Baildon  Bank  Service  Reservoirs. 

PI  umbo-Solvency 

The  water  as  collected  from  the  moors  is  acid,  and  is,  therefore, 
presumably  plumbo-solvent.  Hydrated  lime  is  added  to  reduce 
acidity.  Eight  samples  (4  from  the  Shipley  high  level  and  4  from 
the  Shipley  low  level  supplies)  were  examined  in  1946  for  lead 
content ;  four  were  taken  after  the  water  had  been  standing  all 
night  in  the  service  pipes  (first  draw  sample)  and  four  were  taken 
after  half-an-hour’s  standing,  in  no  case  was  any  lead  found;  these 
tests  showed  the  water  to  have  no  appreciable  plumbo-solvent  effect 
when  delivered  to  the  house  taps. 

Private  Water  Supplies 

At  the  close  of  the  year  there  were  only  seven  isolated  houses, 
i.e.t  less  than  0-1%  of  the  houses  in  the  town,  and  two  farms 
supplied  with  water  from  private  sources. 


SANITATION 

Senior  Sanitary  Inspector : 

Mr.  W.  H.  Ball,  to  August  31st,  1946.

In  1946,  431  complaints  were  received  as  against  584  during 
the  year  1945. 

This  figure  shows  a  decrease  of  153  as  compared  with  1945, 
but  it  is  clear  that  this  cannot  be  taken  as  indicating  any  great 
improvement  in  the  general  ‘  repair  ”  situation.  The  hope  that 
shortage  of  labour  and  materials  would  disappear  once  the  country 
returned  to  a  normal  peace-time  routine  was  not  realized.  Difficulties 
of  one  sort  or  another  held  up  the  repair  of  properties  even  when 
owners  were  anxious  to  proceed.  Shortage  of  slates,  tiles  and  light 
iron  castings  (fall  pipes,  guttering,  etc.),  were  mainly  responsible. 
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The  issue  of  priority  certificates  did  ensure  that  certain  materials 
were  made  available ;  in  other  cases  even  this  produced  little  effect. 
The  arrears  which  have  accumulated  over  six  years  of  war  cannot 
be  overtaken  within  the  space  of  a  few  months.  Generally  speaking, 
the  carrying  out  of  repairs  constitutes  the  biggest  headache  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspector,  not  only  in  Shipley  but  throughout  the  country ; 
until  new  houses  are  erected  in  greater  numbers,  the  renewal  of 
slum  ”  clearance  recedes  even  further  into  the  background ;  this  is 
greatly  to  be  regretted.  Houses  which,  but  for  the  war,  would  now 
be  demolished  still  provide  shelter  (one  cannot  describe  them  as 
homes)  and  the  sooner  they  are  swept  awa}^  the  better ;  present 
standards  require  amenities  which  cannot  be  provided  in  these  sub¬ 
standard  dwellings.  The  majority  are  70  to  80  years  old  and  can 
only  be  described  as  worn  out  structurally  and  incapable  of  improve¬ 
ment  which  would  render  them  even  remotely  satisfactory. 

The  problem  of  the  one-roomed  basement  dwelling  or  under¬ 
ground  room  also  awaits  early  solution ;  these  will  have  to  be  dealt 
with  formally  when  the  opportunity  arises.  The  majority  are 
damp  and  entirely  unsuitable  except  as  wash-kitchens. 

The  figures  of  routine  inspections  are  given  below;  these  are 
generally  about  equal  in  number  to  those  carried  out  in  the  preceding 
year  and  give  a  rough  idea  of  the  amount  of  inspection  needed. 
Reference  to  later  pages  will  indicate  the  work  done  under  various 
sections.

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  Shipley  only  12  privies 
and  19  privy  pails  remain  in  use,  all  at  farms  and  other 
isolated  premises  where  a  sewer  is  not  available  for  conversion 
to  water  carriage  system.  The  number  of  waste  water  closets 
shows  a  gradual  and  welcome  decline.  These  have  provided 
useful  service  over  a  good  number  of  years,  and  when  intro¬ 
duced  were  a  great  improvement  on  the  common  privy.  The 
time  has  now  arrived  when  consideration  should  be  given  to 
their  conversion  to  water  closets.  Generally,  they  are  un¬ 
satisfactory,  due  to  worn  out  hinges  on  the  “tipplers,”  and 
are  mostly  insanitary.  Certain  types  cannot  be  cleansed,  and 
are  perpetually  foul  -  smelling.  One  has  no  hesitation  in 
describing  all  waste  water  closets  as  insanitary,  judged  by 
present-day  standards. 

Sanitary  Accommodation  in  Cinemas 

Seventeen  inspections  of  the  sanitary  accommodation  in 
the  Picture  Houses  were  made.  Conditions  were  generally 
found  to  be  satisfactory.

Knacker’s  Yard 

There  is  one  knacker’s  yard  in  the  district.  Seven 
inspections  were  made  during  the  year. 

Many  necessary  improvements,  foreshadowed  in  the  report 
for  1945,  were  carried  out  during  1946.  These  included  the 
pulling  down  of  the  rough,  open-walled  bone  store  and  boiler 
house,  and  re-building  in  brick ;  the  provision  of  a  manure 
pit ;  and  the  re-drainage  of  the  slaughterhouse  to  a  three 
chamber  septic  tank,  followed  by  filtration.  Other  minor 
improvements  included  the  concreting  and  repair  of  floors. 

A  further  baiting  and  poisoning  treatment  was  carried 
out,  resulting  in  the  picking  up  of  28  dead  rats  and  an 
estimated  kill  of  403.  At  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Food 
(Rodent  Division),  the  bodies  were  forwarded  to  London  for 
examination.

The  work  in  this  field  carried  out  over  the  past  three 
years  has,  without  doubt,  borne  fruit  in  the  reduction  of  the 
rat  population,  and  a  consequent  saving  of  food.  Sewer 
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baiting  in  241  manholes  gave  an  estimated  kill  of  300  in  the 
first  operation  and  70  in  the  second.  Re-inspections  were 
carried  out  as  a  matter  of  routine  at  the  Council’s  Sewage 
Works,  Destructor,  Salvage  Depot  and  Refuse  Tip,  and  baiting 
and  poisoning  carried  out  as  required. 

The  Council  decided  in  September  to  participate  in  the 
Special  Scheme  for  Private  Dwellings  (N.  S.  12).  Plans  were 
drawn  up,  and  the  work  commenced  in  November.

As  will  be  seen  from  the  list  of  repairs  and  improvements 
hereunder,  the  Department  was  not  inactive  in  regard  to  the 
enforcement  of  legislation  under  the  Factories  Act ;  twenty- two 
preliminary  notices  were  complied  with,  recourse  to  statutory 
action  being  unnecessary.

Smoke  Abatement 

An  increase  in  the  number  of  smoke  observations  indicates 
a  return  to  peace-time  activity  in  this  section  of  the  work  of 
the  Department.  On  only  two  occasions  was  black  smoke 
emitted  beyond  the  limit  of  3  minutes  to  the  half-hour.  Inter¬ 
views  with  the  engineers  and  stokers  concerned  resulted  in  an 
improvement,  but  it  must  be  admitted  that  demands  for  steam 
are  not  easy  to  satisfy  with  present-day  coal  supplies.

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REFUSE  REMOVAL  AND  SALVAGE 

The  weight  of  refuse  per  1,000  population  per  day  increased 
slightly  from  12*08  cwts.  to  12*77  cwts.  In  spite  of  the  tendency 
of  the  weights  to  increase,  this  is  still  a  low  figure. 

The  work  of  the  Cleansing  Department  continued  smoothly 
throughout  the  year,  collections  generally  being  more  frequent  than 
previously,  the  interval  being  7 — 9  days.  Difficulties  still  continue 
with  the  replacement  of  vehicles,  another  S.  &  D.  Freighter  being 
required  to  replace  one  of  the  Karrier  Bantams.  The  vehicle  ordered 
in  June,  1946,  had  not  been  delivered  at  the  end  of  the  financial 
year  1947,  and  no  indication  as  to  delivery  could  be  obtained. 

It  is  not  surprising  that  breakdowns  continued  to  be  the  major 
worry  on  the  collection  side,  as  unlike  pre-war  days  it  is  often 
impossible  to  obtain  a  relief  wagon  at  short  notice. 

During  the  year  the  Public  Health  Committee  approved  in 
principle  the  provision  of  a  new  messroom  at  the  Dockfield  Depot, 
to  include  shower  baths,  lockers,  sanitary  accommodation,  drying 
room  for  clothes,  and  a  room  for  taking  of  meals.  This  scheme, 
when  completed,  will  provide  a  much  needed  improvement. 

Waterproof  clothing  comprising  oilskin  jackets  and  leggings 
and  sou’wester  hats  was  also  authorized  by  the  Committee,  delivery 
taking  place  in  the  early  part  of  1947.  Loss  of  time  due  to  wet 
weather  has  now  been  reduced  to  a  minimum.  This  clothing  is  in 
addition  to  the  annual  issue  of  two  boiler  suits  to  each  workman. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  sales  of  salvage  by  the  Cleansing 
Department  increased  from  7*2,065  in  1945/46  to  7,  2,322  in  1946/47. 
This  was  chiefly  due  to  sales  of  waste  paper  and  kitchen  waste, 
which  showed  improvements  of  41  tons  and  30  tons  respectively. 
This  is  very  gratifying,  as,  apart  from  the  financial  aspect,  these 
materials  are  urgently  needed.  During  the  year  the  Refuse 
Destructor,  hitherto  managed  by  the  Sewage  Department,  was 
brought  under  the  control  of  the  Cleansing  Department.  This  step 
was  overdue,  and  has  resulted  in  greater  efficiency  in  the  disposal  of 
refuse,  as  the  work  at  the  Destructor  and  Refuse  Tip  can  be  more 
closely  integrated.

Demolition  of  Houses 


Houses  Demolished  (Informal  Action) 

3,  5  Regent  Street. 

90,  92,  94,  96  Valley  Road. 


The  above  houses  were  derelict  and  were  demolished  by 
the  owners  owing  to  their  dilapidated  condition.

No  Demolition  Orders  were  made  nor  were  any  houses 
represented  for  that  purpose.  It  is  hoped  that  in  the  near 
future  a  renewal  of  action  under  Section  1 1  of  the  Housing  Act, 
1936,  will  enable  the  worst  of  the  individual  unfit  houses  in  the 
district  to  be  demolished. 


Overcrowding 


No  accurate  figures  re  overcrowding  are  available.  Three 
cases  were  satisfactorily  dealt  with  during  the  year.  Seven 
more  became  overcrowded  and  sixteen  houses  were  known  to 
be  overcrowded  at  the  end  of  1946.  Council  houses  were 
included  in  this  figure. 

These  figures  are,  of  course,  quite  useless  in  assessing 
overcrowding  as  it  exists  in  the  Council’s  area.  War-time 
restriction  on  house  building  has  naturally  resulted  in  whole¬ 
sale  crowding.  In  many  cases  two  or  more  families  are 
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occupying  one  house.  These  people  are  very  often  the  tenant 
and  his  family,  together  with  married  sons  or  daughters  and 
their  children.  In  many  cases  an  application  for  a  Council 
house  is  the  first  intimation  received  by  the  Department.  A 
new  overcrowding  survey  is  urgently  required,  preferably  one 
based  on  bedroom  accommodation  only.  This  would  indicate 
with  certainty  those  families  living  in  overcrowded  conditions. 
The  present  standard  is  far  too  low  and  any  revision  should 
exclude  all  rooms  not  normally  used  as  sleeping  rooms. 


Verminous  Houses 

Two  houses  were  disinfested  by  Cimex  Ltd.,  and  29  by 
D.  D.  T.  spraying.  Hydrogen  cyanide  disinfestation  was  not 
employed. 


D.  D.  T. 

The  development  of  D.  I).  T.  places  in  the  hands  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  a  formidable  weapon  against  insect  pests 
of  all  kinds.  There  is  now  absolutely  no  excuse  for  persons 
living  in  verminous  conditions,  as  the  treatment  can  be  carried 
out  quickly  and  without  unnecessary  publicity,  a  factor  which 
has  in  the  past  greatly  impeded  efficient  disinfestation  work.

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Ice  Cream 

The  Inspectors  made  24  visits  to  manufacturers’  premises 
and  51  to  retail  premises. 

During  1946  only  a  small  proportion  of  those  registered 
for  the  manufacture  of  ice  cream  actually  carried  out  pro¬ 
duction.  Several  refused  to  re-start  until  allocations  of  fat  and 
other  ingredients  improved  so  as  to  allow  them  to  offer  a 
decent  product.  In  this  connection  it  is  hoped  that  at  no 
distant  date  conditions  will  have  so  far  improved  to  allow  a 
definite  standard  to  be  fixed,  which  will  be  compulsory  as  in 
the  case  of  milk.  This  will  control  the  “get  rich  quick” 
merchant  whose  products  have  so  far  possessed  little  food 
value  and  which  are  more  in  the  nature  of  frozen  water  than 
ice  cream. 

The  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment,  etc.),  Draft  Regulations 
introduced  towards  the  end  of  the  year  were  studied  with 
interest  by  sanitarians,  and  no  doubt  with  apprehension  by 
manufacturers,  especially  the  smaller  concerns  who  will  be 
faced  with  heavy  expenditure  in  order  to  comply  with  the 
proposed  regulations  or  compelled  to  resort  to  the  “  cold  mix  ” 
method.  Whatever  result  these  new  regulations  may  bring, 
our  experiences  of  outbreaks  of  intestinal  diseases  over  the 
past  year  make  it  imperative  that  the  strictest  control  be 
exercised  over  production  and  distribution.  Whilst  on  this 
topic  may  one  venture  the  query  as  to  when  powers  are  likely 
to  be  forthcoming  to  deal  with  ice  cream  sold  from  barrows, 
carts  and  the  like;  surely  it  is  high  time  to  prohibit  all  sales 
of  loose  ice  cream  from  carts  and  to  restrict  sales  to  pre-packed, 
wrapped  blocks. 

The  medical  examination  of  ice  cream  workers  is  a  matter 
which  should  receive  urgent  consideration  in  view  of  past 
experiences.

Incidence  of  Infectious  Diseases 

There  were  no  deaths  from  notifiable  acute  infectious  disease. 

Scarlet  Fever  was  less  common  than  in  the  previous  year,  the 
notifications  numbering  35,  Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough  were 
more  prevalent  than  in  1945.  Only  5  cases  of  Measles  were 
notified. 
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Whooping  Cough 

Whooping  Cough  occurred  mainly  during  the  two  mid-quarters 
but  was  not  explosive  in  incidence. 


Diarrhoea 

Diarrhoea  is  still  a  prevalent  disorder  in  Shipley.  Dysentery 
was  notified  in  38  cases ;  109  faeces  or  rectal  swabs  were  examined, 
sometimes  in  contacts  (food  workers),  doubtful  cases,  nursery  cases 
and  contacts,  etc. 

Dysentery  will  not  be  stamped  out  until  first,  everyone  is  careful 
in  relation  to  food  handling ;  second,  everyone  is  careful  in  relation 
to  the  washing  of  the  hands  after  the  use  of  the  toilet;  and  third,  every¬ 
one  realizes  that  acute  diarrhoea  may  be  an  infectious  disease  and 
acts  accordingly.  All  food  worker  contacts  of  proved  dysentery 
cases  or  cases  of  diarrhoea  with  blood  or  mucus  should  cease  work. 
As  a  corollary  I  think  there  should  be  some  recompense  from  local 
or  national  funds  in  resultant  cases  of  hardship,  by  way  perhaps  of 
a  temporary,  higher,  unemployment  pay.

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Tuberculosis 

There  were  20  notifications  (14  male  and  6  female)  and  8 
deaths  (3  male  and  5  female)  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
during  1946.  The  corresponding  figures  for  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis  were  7  notifications  (2  male  and  5  females)  and  3 
deaths  (2  male  and  1  female). 


Scabies 

Scabies  is  treated  free  of  charge  at  Pinnel  Street  Baths, 
which  is  the  Council’s  cleansing  station.  The  method  usually 
employed  is  an  application  of  benzyl  benzoate  on  two 
occasions  at  weekly  intervals ;  house  contacts  are  encouraged 
to  attend,  receiving  one  treatment. 

Disinfestation  of  bedding  and  clothing  has  been  aban¬ 
doned. 

A  survey  of  school  children  in  April,  1946,  showed  the 
average  incidence  to  be  4  cases  per  1,000  children  present  in 
school,  compared  with  3  per  1,000  in  1945. 

At  the  baths  314  Shipley  persons  (including  contacts)  in 
100  families  were  treated  ;  in  all  479  treatments  were  given  ; 
in  addition,  28  people  from  outside  the  district  in  13  families 
attended  and  received  48  treatments. 


Louse  Infestation 

When  a  child  is  found  persistently  infested  the  mother  is 
sought,  and  enquiry,  and  when  possible  examination,  of  the 
other  members  of  the  family  is  made.  Examination  of  pre¬ 
school  children  for  louse  infestation  requires  the  greatest  tact, 
and  can  only  be  undertaken  in  known  offenders,  or  by  a  nurse 
very  familiar  to  the  mother  and  family. 
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
